ERE BEEN A FAULT

IN RED BOY?

Is there a fault movement In the
Red Boy mine?! Prof. Waldemar
L.indgren, of the United Btates geo-
logical survey, snys there is. ‘lom
Moffat says there ls not, and is back-

ed up by other competent mining
men.

In Lindgreu's report’ in 1900 to
Hon. Gharles ). Walcott, director of
the United States geologionl survey,
whioh i+ & burean of the department
of the interior, Prof, Lindgreu says:

‘“Thbe two velns (Red Boy and
Monaroh) converges slightly and
nearly meet at & malu porpbyry dike,
dipplag 60 degree: wsouth, along
which they have been sharply ont off
by a smooth fault. The veins have
not yelt been found beyond the dike,
though from surfuce Indioations it is
probable that the northern block bas
moved, rvelatively, 400 feet to the
onst, "'

Tom Moffut wsayw thut the Red Boy
nd Mouarch veins come together ut
a point sbout midway between the
crossout tunnel sand the south dike,
The junoture i cowmplete, nithough a
line of demurontion between the two
veine In plaloly discerunble for a
conslderable distance, even ufter they
huve common walls, This portion of
the vein han bean drifted ou through
the Blaoksmith tunnel level to the
dike, pay appenring the euntite dis-
tanoe.

Mr. Moffat says that when the dyke
out the cunjoined Red HBoy-Mouarch
velp, work was suspended for some
time, It bolng & bellef of the wnnage-
ment then that a faull movement
hud  oocpurred. It was oconsidered
hardly worth while to determine the
watter by further work in  that
diretion, as the end lne of the Red
Hoy group lies only w short distance
south of the dike.

Howevar, when Edmund Juessen was
consalting engineur for the Red Boy
mine, ha ovolved a theory that while
a funlt movement to the vast hud ap-
parently ocourred, Lindgren's pro-
jeotion of 400 test was in error, aud
that the movement ocould oot be
greater thuu 100 feet. With this
idea be directed exploitation work
wlong the dike. However, lustead of
crossing to the southern,or foot wall,
of the dike, he onusnd the north wall
to be fullowed to the easl, with ae¢-
cusional exoursions futo the heart
of the dike in search of brokeu veln
matter Failing to tind whioh, he
boldly struok across the dike at »
point 100 fest eust of the lost veln,
pusssd through the fault plane avnd
entered the country rovk  beyond.
Atterdriving a short distunos through
bilnck nrgillite, be piloked ap what is
known ss the Congo vein beyond, or
to the south of the dike. He drifted
buok on this veln to the dike, passed
through the porphyry, and found
himsell still in ore. No fauit move
ment  hag ocourred in the Cougo
veln, although It ls & matter of iu-
tervst to pote that the Coogo dritt in
pussing through the dike, sucounter-
ed no orashed veln wmatter. This
work, it should be remvmbered, wus
dove subseguent to Prof, Lindgreu's
examination in 1900, w#o that i the
compilation of his report he luoked
the later-woquired Cougo data iu
preparing bis tsult  movemeut by-
pothests, When Mr, Juessen severed
bhis connection with the wine, he wan

#til! in the dark as to whether the so-
culled Congo vein, south of the dike,
was In reality the Congo veln, or the
faulted emstern projection of the or-
iginal Red Boy-Mounarch.

Oddly enovgh the dike heas never
been orossad at the polnt where the
Red Boy-Mooarch was faulted,
which, of course, would have readlly
determined the southern projection
of that lode.

it is & mntter of definite know-
ledge that a fault movement has oo-
curred aloug the Mooarch veln, 600
feet north of its junotion with the
Red Huy, where a ten foot porphyry
dike outs acrusw that ledge, fault-
lug 1t through ull leavels, the throw
belng ten feet to the east. 8Still
another dike cuts across the Red
Boy, producing a sharp twist In a
similar direction,

The tuct that the 10-foot dike
which faults the Mounarch, does not
correspond with the dike which twists
the Red Boy, gave Prof., Lindgren
busie for a bellef that the veins are
renlly later than the dike; that the
flysures In crossing them were, us

often  happens, split up into
stringoers; and that & subsequent
movement has occurred along the

walls of many of the dikes, so that
the velus now appear disloouted by
them, while ns & matter of faot there
I+ equal remson 1o belleve that the
exuct reverse is true,

The eutire Red Boy group abounds
in porphyry dikes. Several of them
are seen ln the Blaocksmith orosscut,
one being GO feet wide. The main
nhaft, stared by the old Gudfrey and
Tabor mansgement, buing equipped
with u $100,000 holsting plant, wue
sunk ou a wide dike, whioch faot re-
sulted in the encountering of a tre-
mendous tlow of water, which le
pupularly supposed to huve caured an
absupdonment of that working. A
crosscut from the first station o this
shalt was run to ao intersection with
the Red Boy-Mouarch vein, which
It tapped at a polot a trifle south
of, and 192 feet deeper than, the
Juncture ot those to veine on the
drift from the Halokemith level, It
is snld that uwo pay appeared,
although the double vein above the
Blnoksmith level has beeu stoped to
the surfuce, ylelding bandsomely.

It will porhups npever be known
whether there le & (fault movement
wlong the big south dike, unless
some curious supeiintendent, merely
to satisfy himself, drives stralgnt
woross it wt the polut where Mr.
Joussen turned and drove south aloug
the haoging wall at the dike. No
other purpose ocould be subserved by
such exploitation, except the entis-
fuctiun of vuriosity, as, sbove stated,
the boundaries of Red Hoy ground lie
only a short distance south of the
dike.

Tom Moffat countends that the
Congo vein, whiobh was ploked up
by Mr. Juessen south of the dike,
and drifted upon north to & re-
orossing of the dike, iIs In really
au independent and coutinuous vein,
buviog vo relation to the faulited
Red Hoy Mousron confluent
Arguing from this bypothesis, and
premising bis conolusion upon the
